his majesty, lasting nearly an hour. 
The details of the conversation excite 
a wide range of speculation, but its 
actual purport has not been disclosed. 
However, a semi-otlicial communica­ 
tion recites that the meeting had far 
less reserve than th at between King 
Edward and President 
Loubet last 
year, and that it was marked by the 
freedom of the confidences exchanged.

King Edward confined himself to the 
usual public expressions of good will.
